7. Report Summary: 


This office was notified by sACOQTIWY) specia Operations Task Force, CID, Fort 
Bragg, NC, that during the questionnairing phase of selection for Special Missions Unit 
(SMU), SFC (RMR disclosed his team executed a detainee (NFI) while deployed to 
Afghanistan. 


Investigation did not develop sufficient evidence to prove or disprove that a detainee 
was unlawfully killed or that SFC [iiiiconspired with members of his team to kill the 
detainee. After a thorough investigation, including interviews of the SMU Board 
members; subject, witness interviews and other significant interviews; the initial report 
could not be substantiated or refuted. 


CPT (DIC MD PAG) Trial Counsel, 10th Special Forces Group (Airborne), FCCO, 
concurred probable cause did not exist to believe SF Chiicommitted the offense of 
Conspiracy. CPT (iiibased his opinion on the totality of the investiaation and 
indicated there was insufficient evidence to prove or disprove SFC sere mmitted 
the offense of Conspiracy.
